Expanded tables containing statistics of wages and prices for additional 
countries, together with statistics of normal hours of work based on the 
same survey, will be published in the Year Book of Labour Statistics, 1955. 

The data have been supplied by national statistical services in response 
to an I.L.0. inquiry designed to provide internationally comparable sta- 
tistics of prices, wages and hours of work in October of each year. Factors 
that limit the direct comparability of the data (e.g. differences in defini- 
tion, specification, date, etc.) as well as figures computed by the I.L.O. 
from data supplied on a not strictly comparable basis are indicated in 
the column headings and footnotes.

A new series of consumer price indices was introduced 
in the June 1955 issue of the Supplement. This series shows the changes due 
to price movements in family expenditure in 1951 (as measured by the 1951 
national inquiry into family expenditure) and covers manual and clerical 
workers’ families of four persons with a gross annual income ranging in 1951 
from 3,000 to 5,000 florins. The series covers 21 localities (i.e. approximately 


35 per cent. of the total population). 


Prices are obtained monthly from retail trades, chain stores, co-operative 
stores and manufacturers of articles with fixed prices.
